ector.“Now we can talk with 
clients in a more comfortable way， 
with separate counseling roomis，a 
small room for group sessions and 
activities, We have a nice waiting 
Space and nice lights, We can even 
see more people,”Wong ex- 
claimed. 

According to Wong，many of 
the centers clients have told him 
that they love the new facilities，

Self-Help for the Eldqerlys meal 
Program remains the only one 
which has not yet moved into 
Geen Mun. Because of faulty 
locks, Self-Help has had to delay 
its_ original mid-August opening 
date to October 1. Although Annie 
Chung，director of Self Help， 
expressed frustration at the six- 
week delay, she steadfastly tried to 
keep her sights on the long-range 
benefits of the move， 

“Tenants have already moved 
into the housing units，and the 
elderly are waiting for us to move 
记 , but I cannot assign any staff to 
watch an empty room;, Chung 
said，She explained that without 
locks，she does not wish to move 
over any equipment or Supplies， 
Nevertheless，she -does look for- 
ward to the move which will 
mean that many of the elderly will 
no longer have to make the steep 
climb up the hill tothe main office 
ip Pine Street in order to use the 
agency's services，many of which 
will relocate to Geen Mun on a 


part-time basis， 

Geen Mun's general manager，

Rights Issue Raised 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Despite 
Philippine President _ Ferdinand 
Marcos public declaration that he 
lifted martial law on the islands 
over a year and a half ago， 
Amnesty International，a world- 
wide human rights organization， 
ITeported that its two-week long 
investigation has confirmed 
reports that government forces 
ilegally detained，tortured or ar- 
bitarily killed hundreds of people 
throughout the country even as 
late as November, 1981 . 

Amnesty said this week that 让 
has received persistent reports of 
abductions and disappearances 
carried out by intelligence and 
Security Units of the armed forces， 
and by irregular paramilitary 
groups operating with official 
Sanction ， 

Though the government has 
denied responsibility for the acts 
and has promised to _ investigate 
the alleged abuses，the group 
asserts that the available evidence 
has demonstrated the govern- 
ments lack of commitment to end 
jllegal acts against.civilians， 

While many of the acts occur 记 
the rural areas which are reputed 
strongholds of what the govern- 
ment considers “lawless elements,” 
some have also taken place in the 
areas in and around the capital 
city of Manila.， 

STEPS 

In _ reports submitted to the 
Philippines government and pub- 
lished in a _ document entitled， 
“Human Rights Violations in the 
Philippines,” Amnesty _ cited 
Several examples of illegal and 
abusive acts; denial of prisoners” 
access to relatives ,and lawyers; 
detention in unauthorized places， 
often held incommunicado in 
Secret “safe houses”for several 
days OF weeks; torture，includqing 
beatings，death threats，electric 
shocks; and protracted proceed- 
ings before military tribunals， 
which fail to conform to inter- 
national legal standqards. 

“We have called on the govern- 
ment to take immediate steps to 
halt these gross violations of 
human rights and we are awaiting 
a Teply,”，declared an Amnesty 
official. In addition, the organiza- 
tion has requested authorities to 
set Up impartial commissions of 
inquiry to _ investigate the com- 
Plaints and has urged the release 
of people imPprisoned for the non- 
Violent exercise of their rights, the 
Protection of detainees in custody 
and the immediate transfer of 
civilian Political prisoners to the 
jurisqiction of civilian courts，

NEW DELHI 一 Despite a 
large number of political，social 
and _ economic similarities，India 


and China have just began to 


build ties that could ease a long 


history of competition between 


the two countries. 

Economic competition between 
the two countries began _ around 
1976 when China's requests for 
money threatened the percentage 
of loans available for India. China 
is lining up foreign investment and 
absorbing Western technology 
more quickly than India，Plus， 
China has caught the interests of 
tourists. 

Though -both nations”exports 
Tepresent only a small fraction in 
relation to their population， 
India's Finance Minister，Pranab 
Mukherjee，warned, “If China 
opems up much more, it will have 
a shocking impact on India's 
future,” 

Bonds between the two are 
strengthening. Two-way trade 
rocketed up to $70 millon a year; 
and last May, India won a bid to 
make aluminum electrical con- 
ductors for China. Several other 
Indian multinational companies 
have begun to look at China as a 
manufacturing base. 

In July，India asked China to 
join in fixing Prices for exports ip 
which both countries compete for 
sales，including jute，textiles， 
engineering items and tea. 

“We have to face reality,”said 
Indian Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi.“You cannot ignore any 
country of China's size and popu- 
lation.”

Though several bills have been 
introduced in the past to Congress 
to ease immigration of the Amer= 
asian youths, these attempts have 
failed，Vuong，however，has 
higher hopes for a bill introduced 
last year by Representative Stew- 
art McKinney (R-Conn.) and a 
similar bill being considered in the 
Senate， 

“The (MecKinney) bill has 
gained a lot of support because 让 
is narrowly drawn，McKinney's 
bill was first introduced in 1979， 
but there's a lot more interest 
now.”He noted that there has
